Claims 10-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Deutsch in view ofMurata. 

Applicant has demonstrated above that Deutsch doe* not teach or suggest various 
features recited in claim 1. Specifically, Deutsch does not teach "a detecting urn. 
detecting a current switching point ftom the converted RF signal and determining a new 
switching point based on ft. detected current switching point and the recognrzed 
motion of uplink thne slob and downlink time slot." end "a switching umt 
s^hing between the receiving urn. aid the transmitting tmit aocording to the new 
etching point." Applicant submits that elaim 1 1 incorporates elements similar to claun 
1 Specifically, claim 11 recites "a time slot detector examining the digital signal to detect
